They don't know where in 
a speech a topic shifts, the feeling 
changes; they ride right over the transi- 
tions. Increasingly the actor's craft is 
[also] being diminished because vocal 
toning is not demanded. This is reflected 
maddeningly in film acting. You hear so 
much mushy diction.”

Fortunately, I had a sensitive 
and loving mother. If it wasn’t for her, 
I probably wouldn't be here.” 


Vi ‘ginia Madsen is one of Holly- 
wood's up-and-coming young actresses, 
having appeared in five film roles in four 
years. Among them was Electric 
Dreams (page 57). 
Of acting and film- 
making Madsen 
says: “The best 
part of movie- 
making is actually 
making the movie.

it an internal unity and coherence. That 
style was then closely followed by the hun- 
dreds of artists who worked on the picture. 
At the time Walt began thinking about 
Sleeping Beauty, he was intrigued with the 
paintings of Eyvind Earle, who was work- 
ing as a background artist at the studio, Walt 
thought Earle's style of enchanted realism, 
and his rich use of color and texture were 
just right for Sleeping Beauty, so he as- 
signed Earle to the job of stylist for the film.

Alex Haley’s and Norman Lear’s

hen Palmerstown U.S.A. 
debuted on network televi- 
sion back in 1980, it received 
f instant critical acclaim. The 
series was praised for its honest 


and sensitive examination of life in a 
rural—and segregated—Southern hamlet of 
the 1930s, a time when the need for 
economic survival often transcended the 
question of race. The critics were also 
enamored of Palmerstown’s narrative focus: 
the friendship between two boys, one white, 
the other black, and their respective fami- 
ly lives, Indeed, Palmerstown was praised 
for its intimate family portraits. Wrote Harry 
F. Walters in Newsweek, “...the series ex- 
udes a bittersweet feel for the small dramas 
that typify the human condition.” 

Yet in the harried ratings race of network 
television, the ratings of a show often take 
precedence over a program’s quality. 
“Palmerstown went on at a period in which 
the time a show had to establish itself was 
being shortened,” pointed out Norman 
Lear ina recent interview with The Disney 
Channel Magazine. Lear, the famed creator 
of All in the Family, was the co-creator and 
co-executive producer of Palmerstown, 
along with writer Alex Haley (Roots). 
“Decisions on a show’s future were being 
made within 13 weeks of its premiere— 
and frequently less. Had the show come 
along seven years before, when series 
were given 26 weeks, | think Palmerstown 
would have found its natural audience.” 

Now subscribers of The Disney Channel 
will have the good fortune to enjoy one of 
the finest family series ever created as 


Palmerstown U.S.A.comes to The Channel. 
This high-quality series premieres on Friday, 
October 2 at 7:00 p.m. a special two-hour 
program. Palmerstown then moves to its 
regularly scheduled time period on Tues- 
day, October 13 at 8:00 p.m. with the 
premiere of Part One of “The Black 
Travelers.” 

The genesis of Palmerstown U.S.A. oc- 
curred when Norman Lear and Alex Haley 
met at a Hollywood party. “We began talk- 
ing about our boyhoods,” Lear recalled. 
“Alex had grown up in a small town in Ten- 
nessee [Henning], and I had grown up in 
an even smaller town. We discovered that 
we shared the same aspirations and many 
of the same experiences. We had both 
tremendously enjoyed the camaraderie of 
childhood. We decided it would be fun to 
do a project in which we would relive our 
lives as childhood friends. 

“The idea took off from there. Alex A young Michael 

believed—and I agreed—that the color line J, Fox portrays 
was unobservable in children. It did not ex- Willy-Joe Hall in 
ist. Awareness of the color line was Palmerstown 
something that didn’t occur until puberty— U.S.A. 
with girls and dating and so on. We hoped 
we could develop the show over six or 
seven years, and follow the two boys and 
the society around them as they grew. 
Then would come that moment when both 
would have to face the question of race.” 
Lear added ruefully, “As it turned out, we 
didn’t have that long.” 

Much of the story material for the series 
sprang from Haley's boyhood memories. 
He lived in a town where the line between

white and black was sharply drawn. Yet 
his closest friend of 10 years was white. 
Haley remembered the moment when the 
matter of skin color first came to the 
forefront of his and his friend’s minds. 
“From toddling stage on, Kermit An- 
thony and I were as close as two kids could 
be,” Haley observed. “We were about 12 
when the social forces pulled us apart. Ker- 
mit, who would have never hurt my feel- 
ings if he had been aware that he was do- 
ing it—told me one day that pretty soon 
I would have to start calling him “Mister.” 
The impact of that didn’t hit me right away. 
But it didn’t sit right. We never had much 
to do with one another after that.” 
That moment was echoed in Palmers- 


town’s initial two-hour show when the boys’ 
families square off in a dispute. As the con- 
flict escalates, the boys are made aware of 
their identities, not only in terms of race, 
but in terms ef Palmerstown’s social hierar- 
chy and the economic forces that work 
upon it. It is a stunning two hours of televi- 
sion that moves through every human 
emotion. 

Once Haley and Lear had defined the 
show's storyline, casting became critical. 
“Norman and I felt the frontal people in the 
series had to be the two boys.” As Lear 
observed, “We wanted them to be authen- 
tic. Alex and I decided very early that there 
was little hope of having young actors grap- 
ple with an accent.” 

As a result, auditions were held 
throughout the South for Palmerstown’s 
central roles. Over 4,000 boys in 14 states 
tried out. Selected for the parts of David Hall 
(son of Palmerstown's white grocer) and

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Booker T. Freeman (son of the hamlet’s 
blacksmith) were Brian Godfrey Wilson and 
Jermain Hodge Johnson. Though they had 
never acted before, the two fell quickly and 
completely into their roles—and developed 
their own friendship in doing so. 

As casting progressed, Ron Rubin 
prepared to script and direct Palmerstown’'s 
two-hour debut. “He shared our vision,” is 
how Norman Lear put it. Rubin himself 
remembered, “I sat with Alex for months 
and discussed every point along the way. 
Throughout those conversations, | found 
it endlessly fascinating to keep learning 
about a very important part of our culture 
which I knew absolutely nothing about.” 

Rubin’s reflection of Haley's and Lear's 
deep involvement with the show was also 
shared by the cast, most of whom were 
then unknowns. (A young Michael J. Fox 
is immediately recognizable as Willy-Joe 
Hall, David Hall's older brother.) “It was 
a complete labor of love,” Lear pointed out. 
“It was a dream cast. They were all perfect. 
Palmerstown was one of the happiest ex- 
periences of my life.” 

Rubin added, “When you looked at them, 
you didn't think they would be the heroes 
and heroines of a television series. They 
may not have been names, but they were 
remarkably authentic. | liked the fact that 
Palmerstown's characters had dimensions. 
I was bolstered continually by what the ac- 
tors brought to the stories. 

“The result was more wonderful than | 
had hoped for. Everyone involved with the 
project contributed enormously. People 
respected the material, and they respected 
each other's contributions. There's a very 
satisfying feeling when everyone cares. | 
think we challenged a lot of clichés.” 

Palmerstown U.S.A. is unsparing in its ex- 
amination of life in the segregated South. 
Yet the series is not a social tract. It has 
an emotional depth and honesty that 
comes from its treatment of the family, 
regardless of race. In fact, Palmerstown is 
a series about families, families that exist 
in a certain time and place with its inherent 
social and economic restrictions—the rural 
South in the grip of the Great Depression. 
The interplay of the characters, the rich 
and nuanced work of the actors, results in 
a portrait of family life in our bygone 
past—and illuminates the joy and strife, the 
ease and tension, which exists in all 
families: Palmerstown is at times stern, at 
times emotionally rich and rewarding. It's 
an honest look at life. 

Palmerstown did not succeed as a series 
in 1980—at least as far as ratings go. Yet 
it remains a superb example of the poten- 
tial television has for creating high quality 
work of enduring worth and importance. 
The Disney Channel is proud to offer its 
subscribers the experience of such reward- 
ing television, and to give the series 
Palmerstown U.S.A. a well-deserved sec- 
ond life. W

think Ozzie and Harriet was the per- 
fect program for television,” explains 
David Nelson of the perennially pop- 
ular series that featured his family. 
“We never did topical humor. And while 
there were other situation comedies on 
the air at the time, none of them were 
about a real family. Heres Ozzie, here's 
Harriet, here's David and Rick—the 
Nelsons” 

Indeed, audiences have long agreed 
with David Nelson's assessment. Two 
decades after the show left network televi- 
sion, 200 episodes of The Adventures of 
Ozzie and Harriet, shown exclusively on 
The Disney Channel, have continued to 
win a new generation of faithful fans while 


kl 
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stirring the memories of those who have 
followed the program and the first family 
of television since they premiered during 
the Golden Age of Television. 

Beginning Saturday, October 10 at 6:00 
p.m. (EPT), the saga of the Nelson clan 
opens a new chapter with the premiere of 
The Missing Adventures of Ozzie and Har- 
riet. Personally selected by David Nelson, 
these 100 episodes have not been seen on 
television anywhere since 1966. 

“There were a total of 435 shows over 14 
years,” David Nelson explains. “In 1967 my 
father, along with myself, three editors, 
and several other people took over an edit- 
ing facility for a year. During the process 
my father reviewed all 435 shows. They 


TT 
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were reviewed at the time for actors’ re- 
siduals, music fees, and for their entertain- 
ment factor, all for syndication to local 
broadcast stations. 

“It was a tough syndication market at 
the time,” Nelson points out. ‘And rather 
than have an ungainly number of shows, he 
chose 200 that he thought were represen- 
tative of The Adventures of ie and Har- 
riet through the years. Those were the 
programs he syndicated” 

The remaining 235 episodes of the se- 
ries were stored in a climate-controlled 
vault in Arizona. There they remained un- 
til David Nelson began the Herculean labor 
of selecting another 100 episodes for pre- 
sentation on The Disney Channel. 

As Nelson observes, “Our shows were 
shot in 35 millimeter, just like a movie. But 
at the time we were on the air, there were 
only three locations that could show 35 
millimeter—New York, Chicago, and Los 
Angeles. Other areas just didn't have the 
technical equipment. So 16 millimeter 
prints were made for the rest of the coun- 
try. Theres not just 435 episodes of film in 
the vault; theres cans and cans of tracks 
and film and music and special effects that 
go along with each show” 

Fortunately, David Nelson's task was 
made easier by the copious notes his fa- 
ther had made 20 years before when se- 
lecting the 200 episodes for syndication. 

“He kept notes on every show,” David 
smiles, “I went back and made a copy. We 
have two sets of books. One set was for the 
syndicated shows, the other set for non- 
syndicated shows. Those are the two red 
books of non-syndicated shows up there 
on that shelf,” he says, pointing to two 
thick volumes. 

“On some of the episodes, Dad made 
notes that he felt it was really a poor pro- 
gram. He was always very kind to Rick and 
me, He never said anything about our per- 
formances. He'd just write ‘Ozzies perfor- 
mance not good in this! Of course, I would 
never release anything he felt strongly 
against. Of the 100 shows I've selected, 


most were originally intended to be re- 
leased. But he kept that original number to 
200, and flipped a coin” 

After David Nelson had made his initial 
selection, “I made a copy of all those notes 
and sent them down to Mom in Laguna 
Beach (California), I told her which shows | 
had selected. She looked them up and read 
over the notes.’ David Nelson smiles 
quietly for a moment. “There were two or 
three where she said, ‘I remember that 
show, I didn't look good in it!” 

Of course, the enduring popularity of 
The Adventures of Ozzie and Harriet stems 
from the emotion and empathy that its 
cast exuded. Audiences understood the 
Nelsons to be the same off-screen as they 
were on television. When the family show 
started on radio, however, David and Rick 
didn't even play the roles of the sons. They 
joined the cast in 1948. David Nelson re- 
calls how he and Rick managed that. 4 

“Rick and I actually approached Mom 
and Dad about being on the show,” David 
laughs. “What happened was that Bing 
Crosby was to appear on the show. Dad 
had written a Christmas show for Bing. My 
parents were great friends of his. They 
lived two houses down from him when 
they first moved to California. One of the 
written parts was for Bing’s ‘son: Bing 
asked Dad, ‘Do you mind if I bring Lindsay 
[Crosby] over to play this role?’ Dad 
thought it a great idea. 

“Well, Rick and I had been playing tennis 
with Lindsay. We knew him, and we knew 
he was going to be on the show. We felt, 
‘Hey, why can't we be on too?’ I can't re- 
member our exact ages when we first went 
on, but I do remember that Rick couldn't 
read. He memorized the scripts. Then hed 
look out the corner of his eye to watch 
when everyone else turned the page. He 
was too short, really, to stand up at the 
mike. They gave him a table to stand on” 

Being on a national program did have 
some drawbacks.

during the Renaissance,” Earle explains. “I studied French, Ger- 
man, Flemish and Italian art of that period, and especially 
Albrecht Durer, Pieter Brueghel, Huybrecht Van Eyck. Also 
Botticelli. Yes, the beautiful paintings of Botticelli definitely in- 
fluenced the picture. 

“From these I tangented off—if there is such a word—into Per- 
sian art and Japanese prints. The early Japanese print makers 
were very valuable, since they were the world’s greatest at detail- 
ing leaves, flowers, and trees.” 

- Earle worked on the backgrounds and colors for five years, 
creating paintings himself, and working with other artists to see 
that his designs were carried out. Hundreds of artists worked 
on Sleeping Beauty, and the film cost more than $6 million, mak- 
ing it the most expensive animated movie to date. But Walt 
wanted Sleeping Beauty to be a masterpiece. His mandate to the 
animators was that every frame of film shouid exist independent- 
ly as a beautiful picture. 

The style of Earle’s backgrounds dictated the design of the 
characters, which is what made the animators’ jobs so difficult. 
It was thought that the usual soft, round type of animated 
characters, such as those in Snow White or Cinderella, would 
look foolish in such a complex and vertically-lined setting. The 
characters would have to be vertical and angular as well. Not 
easy to do, according to the directing animators on the film, Frank 
Thomas and Ollie Johnston, two of Walt's famous Nine Old Men. 

Thomas and Johnston worked primarily on designing the 
fairies—Flora, Fauna, and Merryweather (although they also 
worked on the story, and on various scenes and characters). 
When asked how they went about creating fairies to fit with 
Earle's design, they both gasped. Then Johnston quipped, “With 
a lot of swearing and a lot of pleats.” They also added tallish 
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hats to the fairies’ costumes and drew verticals around the head. 

How to move the fairies was another problem. Thomas and 
Johnston studied how elderly ladies move. They spent hours 
watching them while shopping in grocery stores. Around the pet 
food counters is where they found their best models, they claim. 
But freedom of movement was somewhat restricted by the styl- 
ized setting. Body poses and facial gestures had to be toned down 
for Earle’s fluid backgrounds. 

Easier to create perhaps was the evil Maleficent, a job that fell 
to veteran animator Marc Davis. Inspired by a religious painting 
from a Czechoslovakian art book, he experimented with flamelike 
shapes, horns and ripples of triangular colors. 

Davis contrasts Maleficent’s way of moving with that of another 
evil character he drew—Cruella de Vil in 707 Dalmatians. Davis 
observes, “Cruella de Vil batted people around. She interacted 
with all the characters. Maleficent, on the other hand, was quiet 
and ominous. She didn’t move around too much, which was in 
keeping with the austerity and pageantry of the film.” 

There was an added difficulty for the animators: Sleeping Beau- 
ty was the first animated feature to be shot in 70 millimeter film. 
The super-wide screen made Earle's wide, richly detailed settings 
all the more beautiful, but made the animators’ job of filling the 
screen with movement extremely difficult. A basic problem for 
4nimators on any film is how to keep the characters on the edge 
of the screen moving just enough so that they don't look dead, 
but not so much that they distract the viewer from the main 
action at the screen's Center. Such a balance was doubly difficult 
to achieve in such a wide space. 

But achieve that balance they did. And in the end, the 
animators who worked on the film agreed that it was a beautiful 
work. “The troubles it caused us are offset by the sparkling beauty 
of the colors and textures,” says Ollie Johnston. “Sleeping Beau- 
tyis like a tapestry. And the things that caused us the most trou- 
ble are the very things that make the picture great."

cinnamon stick and a bit of mint.

Making these taste treats can be a party activity in and of itself! You will need Mom or Dad to help with 
some of the steps. 


10 small apples 2 tablespoons milk 
2lbs. caramel candy 10 popsicle sticks or wood skewers

SLEEPING BEAUTY AND RETURN TO OZ 


The Scary Parts of Fairy Tales 


Fairy tale magic frequently includes characters and scenes that are frighten- 
ing and violent as well as ones that are happy or beautiful. This is certainly 
true of Sleeping Beauty and Return to Oz, on The Disney Channel (pages 43 
and 47). Child psychologist Bruno Bettelheim, in his book The Meaning and Im- 
portance of Fairy Tales, writes about the value of fairy tales to the inner life of 
the child in general and about the role of violent fantasy in particular. What 


follows is an excerpt from this book: 


Fairy tales underwent severe 
criticism when the new discoveries 
of psychoanalysis and child 
psychology revealed just how 
violent, anxious, destructive, and 
even sadistic a child’s imagination is. 
A young child, for example, not on- 
ly loves his parents with an incredi- 
ble intensity of feeling, but at times 
also hates them. With this 
knowledge, it should have been easy 
to recognize that fairy tales speak to 
the inner mental life of the child. But, 
instead, doubters claimed that these 
stories create or at least greatly en- 
courage these upsetting feelings. 

Those who outlawed traditional 
folk fairy tales decided that if there 
were monsters in a story told to 
children, these must all be 
friendly—but they missed the 
monster a child knows best and is 
most concerned with: the monster 


he feels or fears himself to be, and 
which also sometimes persecutes 
him. By keeping this monster within 
the child unspoken of, hidden in his 
unconscious, adults prevent the 
child from spinning fantasies around 
it in the image of the fairy tales he 
knows. Without such fantasies, the 
child fails to get to know his monster 
better, nor is he given suggestions 
as to how he may gain mastery over 
it. As a result, the child remains 
helpless with his worst anxieties— 
much more so than if he had been 
told fairy tales which give these anx- 
ieties form and body and also show 
ways to overcome these monsters. 
If our fear of being devoured takes 
the tangible form of a witch, it can 
be gotten rid of by burning her in 
the oven! But these considerations 
did not occur to those who out- 
lawed fairy tales.

BABY SONGS 


Good-byes Between 
Parent and Child 


By Janis Lubin Minton 


“My Mommy Comes Back,” one of 
Hap Palmer's Baby Songs, is a tune 
tots love to sing, and a message they 
love to hear. All of Hap Palmer's 
whimsical, tuneful videos for pre- 
schoolers are like that—fun for kids, 
and reassuring, too. (Baby Songs pre- 
mieres on The Disney Channel in Oc- 
tober, following Dumbo's Circus in 
the morning and in the afternoon.) 
Palmer (see “Outtakes,” page 64) 
writes and sings about the early ex- 
periences of life, such as learning to 
walk, playing with others, and per- 
haps most difficult of all, adjusting to 
being left with someone other than a 
parent. 

This latter challenge can be trau- 
matic for a child (sometimes for a 
parent, too); attachment and depen- 
dency are natural expressions of the 
bond between a mother and child. 
But parents can help ease a child's 
experience of being left with a baby- 
sitter, at a playgroup, or a daycare 
facility. Here are a few things to keep 
in mind: 

+ Most important is that the parent 
feel comfortable about where or with 
whom the child is left, 
+ There is no prescribed amount of 
time for staying with a child when 
saying good-bye. Some children quick- 
ly get used to saying good-bye; others 
take more time. Be sensitive to 
whether your child needs to have you 
stay around for a while before you 
leave him, and allow time for that.

» Make sure the person you leave him 
or her with is also flexible about the 
varying needs of children. 

Additional suggestions for easier 
good-byes: 
+ There are ways to practice going and 
coming back. Games, such as peek-a- 
boo, teach small children that things 
and people disappear and reappear. It 
can be played with the child deciding 
when you go away and when you 
come back. 
+ When you're at home, let your child 
know when you're leaving the room 
and when you're back. 
+ When you leave a child with someone 
else, try to make the first time short in 
duration, and build up to longer 
separations. 
+ It is helpful to visit a place several 
times with your child before leaving 
him there. 
+ Routines for saying good-bye are fre- 
quently helpful. Maybe read a book 
before leaving or swing five times on 
the swing. Hug, and then leave. 
Routines provide comfort and safety for 
children. 
+ Perhaps you could leave something 


that belongs to you with your child— 

a photograph or something small and 
safe from your purse. 

+A child's special blanket or teddy is 
frequently comforting. 

+ Always say good-bye, even if it seems 
easier to just slip out while the child is 
playing. Good-byes, even when difficult, 
build trust. Without them young 
children worry that a parent might 
disappear at any moment. 

«It is difficult to hear a child cry and 
say, “Don't leave me,” but the upset 
isn't bad. It’s an expression of how im- 
portant you are to the child and that 
she'll miss you when you're gone. But 
that doesn't mean that you shouldn't go 
away or that the child can't get along 
without you. 

During the first few years of life, 
strong reactions to separation—anger, 
fear, sadness—are typical. Such re- 
sponses don't go on forever, however. 
By allowing children to have these feel- 
ings, parents nurture emotional inde- 
pendence. Through these experiences 
children learn how to tolerate the 
frustration and pain of separation, and 
they grow in their capacity to take care 
of themselves.

or Jonah (Christopher Crabb), he heads 
out to sea for research, exploration, or just 
for an after-hours pleasure jaunt. 

We follow Doc and his crew to the off- 
shore, clear green world of Pacific reefs, 
crowded with life, farther out to the ocean 
beyond, and in descents into the dark and 
silent depths of the sea. 

For excursions into the land's interior, 
Doc frequently calls on pretty JL. Duval 
(Susan Walden) and her frontier airline 
service for help. An adventurer herself, 
Duval battles dangerous conditions in the 
unpredictable wilds to respond to an 
emergency. 

In such rugged territory, many are the 
reasons for a rescue mission high in the 
mountains, or far into the desert- 
rior. It may not be an immediate crisis, but 
rather a routine investigation of streams 
and estuaries, making sure that the teem- 
ing life there is still safe from humanitys 
destruction of wilderness. 

Animal conservation, environmental 
hazards, and respect for the vagaries of na- 
ture are all issues that underlie the adven- 
ture stories of Danger Bay. In the seasor’s 
premiere episode, “Melissa's Gift” 
(Wednesday, October 7), little Melissa 
(played by guest star Dawn Mortensen) 
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befriends a coyote pup, but learns that 
sometimes when you love something, you 
have to set it free. “The Tangled Web” 
spells destruction for fish, sea mammals, 
and birds—as well as a close call for 
Jonah—when all get caught in dangerous 
gill nets set out to catch fish. In “Eagles Fly 
Alone,” farmers learn the truth about 
gles killing lambs. And in “The Fastest 
Down Is icole pits herself 
against nature in a struggle to reach the 
top of a mountain. 

“But were not in the full-blown crusader 
category.” producer John Eckert points 
out. “Were here to entertain. Doc, Jonah, 
and Nicole solve problems the way normal 
people living in and loving such an en- 
vironment would” 

The stories of Danger Bay are, indeed, 
adventure stories. Theyre also family sto- 
ries, about the relationships between the 
widowed Grant Roberts and Nicole and 
Jonah. And it all takes place against the 
scenic and expansive Pacific Northwest. 

Those same beautiful natural surround- 
ings belong to Danger Bay's stars when 
theyre off-camera as well. When taking a 
break from filming, the series leading ac- 
tors can still be found outdoors. 

Donnelly Rhodes (Doc) has a 63-year- 
old antique power boat and a sailboat, and 
loves nothing more than relaxing out on 
the water. Rhodes ancestors were whalers 
and shipbuilders from the Shetland 


Islands, so Rhodes considers his interest 
in the ocean part of his blood. 

Ocean Hellman has lived her whole life 
on the water. “I couldn't be away from it” 
she says. An avid scuba-diver, Ocean's 
about to start on an advanced diving 
course, and shes learning underwater pho- 
tography. She has a sense of wonder about 
the oceans depths: “It's a whole different 
world. None of your senses are the same. 
You feel like a visitor to another world” 

Christopher Crabb, too, is an outdoors 
person, having grown up on an island in 
the Pacific Northwest. But today tennis— 
he plays at the junior championship 
level—occupies much of his free time. 

He has strong feelings about nature, 
nonetheless, and particularly about the 
animals he works with on Danger Bay. 
Crabb comments: “It's a learning experi- 
ence working with an animal. It wakes you 
up to all of wildlife. | feel really proud that 
were doing a program like this that shows 
kids the outdoors” 

Crabb also feels that what he learns 
about animals isn't limited to merely un- 
derstanding their particular behaviors, or 
even wildlife in general; it also affects 
his understanding of people. Crabb sums 
up his feelings in a way that provides in- 
sight into the appeal of Danger Bay as well: 
“Ocean, Donnelly and I have to deal with 
each other with the same sensitivity that

Richard Reid, the 

show's producer 
(see page 42), points out. “It 
is a sport—a pure team game 
played strictly for the love of 
competition. The scholars 
aren't competing for personal 
gain—they’re representing 
their colleges and universities 
and winning scholarships for 
their schools. They're like 
well-trained athletes striving 
for excellence.” 

For Reid, producing College 
Bowl '87 is a lot like coming 
home. After all, his father was 
the producer of the original 
series. Richard Reid grew up 
with College Bowl. 

“That was terrible,” he 
laughs. “I was never as smart 
as the students on the show. 
My father would always point 
to one of the kids and ask me 
why I wasn't that smart. Of 
course,” he adds with a grin, 
“it was great. It made me a 
celebrity. No one else in the

neighborhood had a father 
who worked in TV. And it ex- 
posed me to television pro- 
duction, which determined 
my future career.” 

Reid is a noted producer of 
television game shows such 
as NBC's Split Decision. But 
his links with College Bowl 
have never been broken. In 
fact, he co-created and 
developed the College Bowl 


on-campus program in 1977, 
seven years after the original 
TV show left the network air- 
waves as a regular series. The 
return of College Bowl to 
television has long been one 
of his dreams. 

“Doing College Bowl is 
penance,” he quips. “In learn- 
ing to play the game myself, 
I've had to go back and study 
all those things I should have 


learned in school.” 

On the serious side, Reid 
explains, “You come across 
certain television properties 
that are a part of American 
culture. College Bowl was al- 
ways a popular show, and I 
believe it has a place in this 
society. Bringing it back to 
television is my mission.” 

In reviving College Bowl, 
Reid consulted with the 
show's first producer/creator, 
his father Don. “Inevitably in 
a project like this, you look 
for a way to make it dif- 
ferent,” Reid points out. “You 
want to put your signature on 
it. But always in our dis- 
cussions we came back to the 
fact that the game is perfect. 
If it’s not broke, don’t fix it.” 

“I'm a sportsman,” Reid de- 
clares. “That’s why I love Col- 
lege Bowl. It's pure competi- 
tion. You have these superb 
scholars competing all out. 
And as in any sport, it’s the 
best team on any given Sun- 
day which wins.” 


HAP PALMER: Songs For the Young Life 


olksinger Hap 
F Palmer is a gentle 
person whose Baby 
L] Songs (see page 42 
for premiere date and times) 
reassure small children about 
the experiences of their very 
young lives, such as learning 
to walk. His songs are fun for 
kids, too, encouraging them 
to dance and play as well as 
to sing. But Palmer strives to 
never write down to children. 
“I write family music as op- 
posed to children’s songs,” he 
says. “I use the craft of good 
songwriting. The qualities of 
a good song are universal.” 
On the subject of good 
songwriting, Palmer has much 
to say, though in a soft-spoken 


voice. “Lyrics have to talk 
about people's experiences 
and not be complicated. Peo- 
ple like to hear songs that 
make them say, ‘Yeah, that's 
just what I would say’ or 
‘That's just what Susie did.’ 
“Lyrics have to be clear and 
concise,” he explains. “Since 
the listener doesn’t see it in 
print, the songwriter has to 
edit his material so that it’s 
completely clear. Baby Songs 
sound simple, but they've 
been edited and edited.” 
“The melody has to match 
the lyric,” Palmer continues. 
“It should convey the same 
kind of feeling in music that 
you're trying to say in words.” 
Another quality that Palmer 


emphasizes is singability. “I 
think parents, too, yearn for 
something singable. Even the 
songs on the Billboard charts 
aren't singable,” he com- 
plains. “The trick is to not be 
boring or banal, but to be 
singable.” 

Twenty years ago, Palmer 
started out wanting to write 
hit tunes, but soon switched 
to writing for a younger au- 
dience. “With hit tunes you're 
limited to love and relation- 
ships, and breaking up,” he 
says. “Writing for children, I 
can write about anything— 
rhinoceroses, diapers, falling 
down. There are endless 
possiblities. It's held my in- 
terest for 20 years.”
